of each depositor cannot exceed $500. 


For the thrifty, who succeed in sav- 
ing more than $500 and want some place 
to put it, Government bonds in denomi- 
mations of $20 up to $500 will be issued 
for their convenience. These may be 
purchased in any number, and interest 
will be paid at the rate of 2% per cent 
Interest on savings deposits 
will be paid at the rate of 2 per cent. 
The certificates of deposit will not be 
and the postoffices will 
not do a checking account business. 


Path Many Will Follow. 
To illustrate what the Govern- 


ment savings bank will mean to the 
people, a deposit of $20 by John 
Smith might be followed with in- 
terest..

Wednesday afternoon in a ravine beside 
] the Wabash Railroad tracks at Ed- 
wardsville. The persons to be arrested 
are said by the police to have been at 
the home of Mrs. Atwood the night 


that she was killed. 

Miss Elizabeth Jedlicka and Hugo 
Hoff, who were arrested yesterday, are 
still locked up at Edwardsville. They 
are said to have admitted that they 





the night that she was killed, but they 
deny that they know who killed her. 

The discovery of strands of -hair 
clutched in the hands of the dead wom- 
an was made by Elizabeth Jedlicka, 
Wednesday night, while the police were 
looking for her, she went to the morgue 
and looked at the body of Mra: Atwood. 
She scrutinized the body closely, with- 
out manifesting any emotion, and sud- 
denly exclaimed, ‘““‘Why,’ she has some 
hair. iclutched in her hand’*. 

She pressed the fingers back and 
drew ouf several strands of hair and 
was in the act of throwing them away 
when a newspaper man had her turn 
them over to him. She examined the 
other hand and found more hair in that, 
which also was taken charge of by the 
newspaper man and turned over to the 
“hief of Police. 

When Miss Jedlicka was arrested later, 
she said that she and. Hugo Hoff, who 
is also under arrest,» had been at the 
home of Mrs. Atwood until 3 o’clock 
Tuesday night. Later she admitted, the 
police say, that they were there as late 
as 11 o’clock. 

Hoff was taken to the Morgue at mid- 
night Thursday night and into the pres- 
ence of the dead woman and was re- 
quired to look on her face. He was 
then questioned again but did not tell 
any more than he had before. 

The hair taken from the woman's 
hands is light in texture and color. 
Mrs. Atwood’s own hair is dark, but she 
wore a blond wig. The hair will be 
kept for the purpose of making com- 
parisons under the microscope with the 
hair of any person who may be charged 
with the crime. 

The police expect to get from Hoff 
and Miss Jedlicka and two other per- 
sons such information as will put them 
on the track of the murderer. 

Willlam Atwood, husband of _ the 
woman, has not replied to the telegram 
sent him by the police Wednesday even- 
ing informing him of the murder of his 
wife. The telegram was delivered to 
him in person at 10:30 o’clock Wednes- 
day night. 

Harry Drda, 14-year-old son of Mar- 
tin Drda, told the police Thursday aft- 
ernoon that he had seen Atwood wash- 
ing his hands about 3 o’clock in a creek 
a mile aed a half from Edwardsville. 
The police learned that a man who 
looked like a tramp climbed on a 
freight train that passed through Ed- 
wardsville junction at 3:15.

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ENGINEER IGNORED 
LOW SPEED ORDER, 
INQUEST PROVES 


Inquiry Into Fatal Wreck of 
Iron Mountain Fast Mail 
: Is Commenced. 








CONDUCTOR A WITNESS 





Tells of Effort to Stop Train 
When He Realized the 
Danger.

Walter A. Douglas, 
Iron Mountain fast 
Wednesday at Ivory avenue, was warned 
just before he left the Union Station 
not to run more than twenty-five miles 
an hour at that point, according to the 
testimony Friday of Thomas R. Wil- 
liams, conductor of the train, at tne 


inquest into the death of Douglas, 4 
mail clerk, and the fireman of the en- 
gine. 

Williams refused to estimate the speed 
of the train, but said it was going so 
fast that he became alarmed and ap- 
plied the air brakes, just before the 
wreck occurred. At the conclusion of 
his testimony Deputy Coroner Fath con- 
tinued the inquest until Saturday to 
get additional witnesses. 

Williams resides at 5963 Page boule- 
vard. Fath tried to get him to estimate 
the speed of the train, but he said the 
morning was foggy, and that the smoke 
from the train further obscured his 
view. . A. R. Newcomb, ,brother-in-law 
of Jasper L. Lasater, the mail clerk 
who was killed, and brother of another 
mall clerk who was hurt, interrupted 
the questioning at this juncture. 

Conductor Alarmed at Speed. 

“Don’t you know that train was go- 
ing 60 miles an hour?” he demanded. 

“T couldn’t say that,’’ Williams re- 
plied. 

‘Wasn't it going so fast that you ex- 
pected an accident?’’ 

“Tt could hardly be said that I ex- 
pected it.’’ 

“Didn’t you try to stop the train?” 

“Yes, I did grab the air valve, and 
put on the brakes.” 

“You wouldn’t have done that if you 
hadn’t expected an accident, would 
you?’’ 

“No, I suppose I wouldn’t.”’ 

Fath again began questioning Wil- 
liams. The conductor said he did not 
know Douglas, who was a freight en- 
gineer. The trip Wednesday was his 
first as driver of that train. It was 2:28 
a. m., three minutes behind the sched- 
ule, when».it. left the Union Station. 
Douglas went to Williams to ask about 
the “Slow orders.’ 

“Tt told him he must not run around 
that Ivory street curve faster than 2 
miles an hour,’ Williams testified, ‘‘and 
he asked me about the slow order on 
the bridge ‘in Carondelet Park. I told 
him that had been lifted.”’ 

Schedule Violates Ordinance. 

WiHiams* testimony showed that the 
Iron Mountain, requires the engineers 
on this train to run:>30 miles an hour 
from the Usion Station to Davis street, 
although the city ordinance requires 
that no train shall run faster than 20 
miles an hour across streets guarded 
by ‘watchmen, and not more than six 
‘miles an hour where there are no 
watchmen. The schedule to Poplar 
Bluff, the terminus of the trip, requires 
an average of 36 miles an hour, the time 
of arrival there being 6:35 a. m. The 
distance is 151 miles. It makes four 
stops before reaching Poplar Bluff. 

After Williarm~ applied the air brakes 
the train ran past about six telegraph 
poles, he estimated, before it leaped the 
track. The baggageman in Williams’ 
car was hanging to the rod in the top 
of the car, also being frightened at the 
high speed, and he and Williams es- 
caped injury. 

Sergt. Hendy of the Carondelet Dis- 
trict said he examined the track to see 
whether the rails had spread or were 
weakened, and found nothing the mat- 
ter with it. The engine leaped clear of 
both rails, he said. 

At Ivory street the Iron Mountain 
keeps a watchman day and night, but 
at Koeln street, which crosses the rail- 
road two blocks away, there is no 
watchman, and the law provides that 
no train shall run faster than six miles 
an hour past such streets. The speed 
past Ivory street should not have been 
more than 20 miles an hour, under the 
requirements of the ordinance. 

Law Upholds Speed Limitation.

The Dozier School team of the West

DR. CHARLES DICKEY, FORMER 
PASTOR IN ST. LOUIS I$ DEAD 


The death of the Rev. Charles 
Dickey, former pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, became known 
in St. Louis Friday. He died Thurs- 
day in Philadelphia, where for. the 
past 36 years he has been a member 
of the Presbyterian clergy. At the 
time of Dr. Dickey’s death he was 
pastor of the Bethany Church, which 
has one of the:largest Presbyterian 
congregations in the United States. 

Dr. Dickey was last in St. Louis in 
1900 as a delegate to the Presbyter- 
lan General Assembly, in which he 
held the office of moderator. He 
‘was pastor of the St: Louis First 
Presbyterian Church between 1872 
and 1875. When Dr. Dickey left St. 
Louis it was to take charge of the 
Calvary Presbyterian Church in 
Philadelphia, but 10 years later, in 
1884, he was tendered the position 
at the larger church. As president 
of the ‘Board of Trustees of the 
Presbyterian Hospital in Philadel- 
phia he did much toward the up- 
building and endowment of that

WASHINGTON, June i  10.—Presi- 
dent Taft has. organized an unde- 
sirable club and has refused to re- 


ceive Representative Francis Burton 
Harrison, Democrat, of New York. 
Mr. Harrison was~denied admission 
to the President’s office with the 
simple statement that “the Presi- 
dent did not care to see him.” 

The denial was punishment for 
Mr. Harrison’s activity in getting 
before the Ballinger-Pinchot investi- 
gating committee some of the mem- 
oranda tn the Department of Justice, 
Mr. Harrison introduced a resolution 
asking for certain papers. When they 
were forthcoming they showed that 
the - opinion of Attorney-General 
Wickersham had been antedated so 
that it appeared to have been in the 
President's, hands before he wrote 
his exoneration of Secretary Bal- 
linger. 

In a newspaper interview Mr. Har- 
rison stated that it appeared that the 
President and Attorney-General had 
conspired to deceive the public. This 
interview angered the President and 
it was his recollection of it yester- 
day that caused him to refuse to 
see Mr. Harrison. 

Called With Delegation. 

The New York representative called 
at the White House:with Representa- 
tive Goldfogle of New York and Rep- 
resentative Keliher of Massachusetts, 
to introduce a delegation of Hebrews 
who want the President to take some 
action to end the abuse of Jews in 
Russia. In the party were Dr. S. P. 
Mendes of New York, Dr. Abram Simon 
of Washington and Judge Leon Sand- 
ers of New York. 

The party got into the office of the 
President, but Mr. Harrison was kept 
out. He left the White House quietly 
and said nothing of the affront that 
had been given him. When he got to 
the® Capitol he told his collegues of it 
and later gave a statement of the affair 
to the press. 

At the White House nothing was said 
of the matter until late last night, 
when Secretary Norton said the en- 
gagement for the reception of the Jew- 
ish citiens -was made several days ago, 
before he assumed the duties of sec- 
retary and during the tenure of Secre- 
tary Carpenter. When Mr. Harrison, 
the other two Congressmen and the 
delegation appeared, Mr. Norton went 
into the President's ofice and told him 
who is next visitors would be. 
Would Not See.Harrison, 

President told Mr. No 
that he did not care to see Mr. 
Harrison; that Mr. Harrison had 
misrepresented him in the newspapers 
by giving out an interview criticising 
the President and Attorney-General in 
connection with the Ballinger-Pinchot 
affair. 

Mr. Norton left the President's office 
and instructed Chief Usher Stone to 
show the party into Mr. Taft’s office 
He asked Mr. Harrison to step into 
his own office. When they got in there 
Mr. Norton called Mr. Harrison off inte 
a corner and told him he regretted that 
their first meeting was one in which 
he had to play an unpleasant part. He 
told Mr. Harrison that the President did 
not wish to see him. 

Mr. Harrison wanted to know the rea- 
son and was told that it was because of 
the interview he had given out. Mr. 
Norton said he had not seen the inter- 
view and knew nothing of the matter 
except that his instructions from the 
President were Yo ‘refuse to allow Mr. 
Harrison inside. 

Delegation Not Informed. 
Mr. Harrison askéd if the delegation 
could not be ushered in and introduced 
by Judge Goldfogle. Mr. Norton said 
this had already been done. Mr. Harri- 
son suggested that there was no need 
for the delegation to know of the un- 
‘pleasant incident. Mr. Norton agreed 
with him and assured him that no one 
except the President himself and Mr. 
Harrison knew anything about it. 
Mr. Harrison then left the White 
House and went to the Capitol where 
he made the matter public. After the 
White House had explained its position 
he. issued this statement: 
‘It is of no concern to me that I 
am not welcome at the White House, 
but it is of concern to every American 
citizen that a statement of the truth 
about the President may render it im- 
possible for a representative to dis- 
charge his duties. 


“It ig unfortunate for the country 
that the President cannot stand criti- 
cism; it is unfortunate for the country 
that he cannot stand the truth. My 
newspaper statement at which he takes 
offense was merely an exposition of the 
scandalous fact that the President had 
sent to the Senate of the United States 
an officiai document in the Ballinger- 
Pinchot controversy of which the date 
had been wilfully falsified by being 
pre-dated. My resolution of inquiry 
drew out this information in a written 
confession by the Attorney-General.

The detection of the yellow fever 
mosquito, the snaring of the hook- 
worm, the discovery of diphtheria 
serum and the developement of hy- 
giene and preventive medicine were 
lauded by others as leading to the 
greatest benefit.

R. HUGH H. YOUNG of Balti- 
more, declared that the employ- 
ment of anti-toxic serums has 

lessened the death rate among civilized 
nations from 25 to 5 or 6 per cent. 

“The series of discoveries under this 
head began with that of the diptheria 
anti-toxin by Dr. Bering, 
scientist,”’ said Dr. Young. ‘‘Then, one 
after another, we have discovered se- 
rums for typhoid, tuberculosis and so 
on, down to that of meningitis a few 
years ago, I understand that the menin- 
gitis serum has won some notable vic- 
tories in the St. Louis City Hospital.” 

Dr. Young was supported in his 
opinion by Drs. L. A. Todd, J. J. 
Bansbach and O. B. Campbell of St. 
Joseph, and J. J. Carter of Weston, 
Mo. 

But Dr. Boldt of New York was of 
the opinion that the discovery of the 
X-ray has conferred the greatest 
boon upon mankind. He had refer- 
ence to the use of the rays in re- 
vealing broken bones and bullets, 
which surgeons theretofore had to 
grapple with blindly, by the cruder 
sense of touch.

He points out that a generation 
om so ago smallpox was a universal dis- 
ease which left its hideous trophies 
upon the fairest cheeks and swept away 
its victims by the tens of thousands 
évery year. Now, he says, a case of 
smallpox is a curiosity, and the disease 
will soon be a thing of the past, along 
with. other horrors of mediaeval igno- 
rance. 

What Some of the Leading 

Physicians Regard as Best. 

O PINIONS of various doctors are as 


follows: 

Dr. G. Lioyd Magruder, Washington, 
D. C.: Preventive medicine has done 
more for this country in preserving hu- 
man lives than nearly all the rest of 
the advances combined. As a Boston 
physician wrote me a short time ago, 
the doctors will have nothing to do in 
the future, if the education of the peo- 
ple is carried on in the next twenty- 
five years with the same progress that 
it has in the last twenty-five. In this 
crusade of preventive medicine, one 
of the greatest steps has been the pure 
food laws. This alone is saving thou-, 
sands of lives every year. 

Dr. D. Connor, Detroit, Mich.: Diph- 
theria anti-toxin, in my opinion, has 
been the greatest discovery of recent 
times. In looking over statistics of the 
death rate from diphtheria, the decrease 
which has been accomplished by this 
drug is marvelous. At present there are 
very few cases which prove fatal, where 
before there were few cases which did 
not result in death. 

Dr. Ray Connor, Detroit, Mich: The 
discovery of the cause of yellow fever 
is saving more lives than another step 
which the profession has taken. Be- 
fore that was ascertained, thousands of 
people were dying every year from the 
disease which could not be accounted 
for then, any more than pellagra can | 
today. With the knowledge that it was 
caused by the sting of the mosquito 
the work of eliminating it commenced 
at once, until today a fatal case is’ 
rare. 
Dr. William Thomas Corlett, Cleve- 
land, O.: The discovery of the diph- 
theria anti-toxin has done more towards 
the conservation of human life in the 
last twenty-five years than any other 
step taken In medical science. Where 
formerly it was the American plague, 
from which thousands lost their life, 
today, its mortality rate is among the 
lowest of any of the more serious di- 
seases.”’ 
Advance in Bacteriology 
Pointed Out as Great Boon. 
R. J. F. PERCY, Galesburg, IL: 
Practical application of bacter- 
fology to surgery stands alene as 
a ‘savior to humanity.’ By this great 
advance we have come to a point where 
every physician understands the secret 
of perfect cleanliness, and it is rare 
that a patient dies from an infection, 
where formerly it was a very common 
occurrence.

I do not hesitate to say that the 
X-ray is one of the most beneficent, 
as well as one of the most wonderful 
inventions of the age. It is now 
used in almost all phases of the 
practice of medicine. Very few per- 
sons know the use that is being 
made of it in the diagnosis of tuber- 
culosis. X-ray photographs show de- 
posits in the root of the lungs which 





cannot be discovered in any other 
way. This is a recent discovery, but 
the X-ray rapidly is coming into use 
for that purpose. The average per- 
son thinks only of it in connection 
with fractures or in locating bul- 
lets or other foreign bodies; so that 
they can be extricated. It is used 
also in stomach disorders. By com- 
paring the photograph of a diseased 
stomach with that of a healthy stom- 
ach the physician can tell where the 
trouble lies. 

Prevention of disease not its cure Is 
the most beneficial thing that has been 
done to advance tne science of medicine 
in the last decade, according to Dr. J. 
N. Hurty of Indianapolis, chairman of 
the Preventive Medicine and Public 
Health section of the American Medical

Texas Girls Will Ride

GALVESTON, Tex., June 10.—The 
movement begun by the Texas Pros- 
perity Club to advertise Texas by a 
troop of women on horseback in the 
parade in honor of former President 
Roosevelt’s return is meeting with 
success. Ranchmen have agreed to 
furnish about 200 young women 
from the big ranches and farms in 
Western Texas.

From an Educational Point of View.’’ 

Dr. Royster’s ideas on the proper 
nourishment of babies follow these of 
Rousseau, whose book on the subject, 
he said, worked a revolution among the 
mothers of France. 

“Follow nature,’’ urged the physician, 
“and let baby foou alone, because thou- 
sands of deaths are due every year to 
their use. Then, not one mother in ten 
knows how to take care of her baby. 
They don't realize that fresh air is the 
best medicine for the litte ones and 
that 90 per cent of infant mortality. in 
the summer time is due to prepared 
foods. 

“If the mother cannot nourish the 
child, the doctor should not be too lazy 
to work out a fermula for a food to fit 
the case. Instead, he too often takes 
advantage of the ease with which he 
can prescribe a patent food. 


Girls Should Be Trained. 
‘The girls in many of our schools are 


not only the prespective mothers of 
another generation; but are the ‘little 
mothers’ of today, who care for their 
younger brothers and sisters. They 
should be taught in the grammar school 
how to care for babies. We all know 
the powerful influence of what is taught 
in school, and also how rapidly the 
pupils carry their lessons to their 
homes.”’ 

Dr. H..W. Hilk of Minneapolis, an 
authority on infantile paralysis, out- 
lined his theery, which he has not yet 
verified, that the mysterious disease is 
caused by the child’s inhaling dust from 
the roads along which horses frequent- 
ly pass. He says that in his State, 
young colts are sometimes afflicted with 
a disease similar to “acute anterior 
poliomyelitis,’’ or infantile paralysis. 

Dr. W. A. Evans, Health Commissien- 
er of Chicago, declared that hot school- 
rooms are the chief cause of immoral- 
ity in children. ‘‘No schoolroom should 
be warmer than 65 degrees,,’’ he said.

PREVENTING DISEASE. 

Dr. William H. Welch, president of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association and head of the medical 
department of Johns Hopkins University, made a 
startling statement tu the graduates of Washing- 
ton University’s Medical College. He said he 
looked forward to the time -when there would be 
no graduates of medical schools because physi- 
cians would be unnecessary. 

This naive suggestion of the elimination of the 
medical profession by the labors of the members 
of the profession was made in *xinection with 
Dr. Welch’s remarks on the progress of the work 
of preventing disease through scientific investiga- 
tions. Dr. Welch emphasized the importance of 
the higher education of physicians 2 the founda- 
tion of the highest achievements of medical sci- 
ence in discovering and destroying the causes of 
disease. It is because scientific investigation and 
experiment in chemistry, bacteriology and all 
that pertains to sanitation and hygiene are so im- 
portant to progress in disease prevention and 
treatment that Dr. Welch and his associates urge 
the linking of medical schools with universities. 
The alliance strersthens both. It gives the uni- 
versity the benefit of the achievements and repu- 
tation of able men engaged in- medical research 
and the medical school the advantage of the edu- 
cational resources and standards of the univer- 
sity. Together they best serve the interests of 
humanity. 

It is to the credit of the medical profession that 
the work of its best men has been given to the 
destruction of the conditions by which it thrives. 
In conjunction with scientists engaged wholly in 
laboratory investigation and experiment they 
have sought to find the causes of disease and to 
eliminate them. Cure has become subordinate to 
prevention and the drug has given way to sanita- 
tion, hygiene, improved planes of thought and 
modes of life. 

Typhoid, yellow fever, cholera and a host of 
similar enemies of health are no longer visita- 
tions of Providence, but are the resu_ts of human 
neglect and error. From a hotbed of typhoid 
the city of Munich, through the work of its uni- 
versity scientists, became so free of the disease 
that the university professors could not find cases 
for purposes of instruction. Wonderful progress 
is being made in the prevention of tuberculosis. 
The jungles of disease are being cleared away. 
This is the best work of the leaders of scientific 
research and medical advancement. 
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The earlier Congress. adjourns the better it 
will suit William Howard Taft, who has not been 
away from Washington in a long, long time. 





A MODERN ROMANCE. 

Sir George Newnes, who died Thursday in Lon- 
don, lived a better romance than any of the 
thousand he had printed. He discovered by acci- 
dent a peculiarity of the British temperament, as 
the well-digger seeking water sometimes finds 
oil. So he became a-millionaire and a baronet. 

‘In the early seventies he was secretary of the 
Y. M. C. A. of Birmingham. Ono of his duties 
was to publish each week a program of the 
week’s lectures and entertainments. Sometimes 
there were more pages to fill than there were 
events to announce. He found an old scrap book 
that an uncle had kept years before and clipped 
items of interest from it and printed them in his 
program. The publication becam® wonderfully 
popular. Newnes resigned from the secretary- 
ship and started a weekly paper which he called 
Tid-Bits. In this he printed nothing but clippings 
from scrap books and odd pieces of information. 

When his-circulation was near a quarter of a 
million, Newnes went to London with his circu- 
lation lists and his pile of scrap books. He hired 
as one of his assistants a young man named Al- 
fred Harmsworth at a salary of $7.50 a week. His 
duty was to get out u column called “Questions 
anc Answers.” He qvit after a year and started 
a paper called Answers and is today Lord North- 
cliffe, the famous newspaper publisher and one 
of England’s richest men. 

Another of his employes, C. Arthur Pearson, 
received $10 a week, being a graduate of Ox- 
ford, where he had won a donship. Pearson 
worked four years, drawing his salary and ab- 
sorbing ideas. Then he quit to become one of the 
great journalists of the empire. 

Newnes started the Strand Magazine, the West- 
minster Gazette and other periodicals. He had 
no ambitious ideas about elevating the taste of 
the reading public. 

His publications were not for the literary per- 
son or for the college man, but for the placid, 
sturdy shopman, mechanic, artisan and farmer. 
The readers did not care for news, he shrewdly 
concluded, but they wanted something interest- 
jing, extraordinary and astonishing. A ponderous 
speech in Parliament he dismissed with a mere 
mention. If grasshoppers invaded Kansas, he 
printed a column of special cablegrams. 

Newnes was unchanged by years and successes. 
He was never seen in public, made no pretense 
of being a man of the world and lived like a 
north country clerk who had become well to do.

Judge Grimm Corrects an Error. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In your editorial of today upon “The Doxey 
Case,” you, unconsciously, I am sure, do me an 
injustice in that you state that in my instruc- 
tions to the jury I told them that addiction to 
morphine constituted matter of defense or miti- 
gation. 

Having no doubt that you will cheerfully cor- 
rect your error upon its being pointed out to 
you, I take the trouble to send you herewith a 
copy of my instructions. 


Bearing in mind that the case against the de- 


fendant was entirely circumstantial—that there 
was no direct evidence that she administered 
poison to Mr. Erder—but that this conclusion 
had to be deduced by the jury, if at all, from 
a large number of circumstances shown in evi- 
dence, consisting of statements made by her and 
different actions on her part, it was, I think, 
entirely proper to tell the jury that if they found 
that any statement or action shown in evidence 
was made or done while she was under the in- 
fluence of such drug, they might (they were not 
even told they should) take that fact into con- 
sideration in determining the effect and weight 
to be given to any such action or statement 
made under such circumstances. 

It is certainly ordinary common sense, and I 
believe also the law, that in judging of an act 
done by a person with a view to drawing other 
inferences from that act, it is reasonable and 
right to consider whether the person was at the 
time mentally sound, or irrational, intoxicated, 
or under the influence of some drug. This is 
all that the Court told the jury, and this is 
certainly not a statement which could by any 
logio be distorted into an assertion that the ad- 
diction to drugs was a defense to the killing of 
a human being, if the jury believed that the de- 
fendant had been guilty of that act. 

So as to avoid any possibility of being mis- 
understood, the Court followed up this instruc- 
tion (fifth, p. 9) by instruction sixth, which told 
the jury emphatically, and in language approved 
by our Supreme Court in a number of cases, that 
vcluntary intoxication caused by the use of 
liquor or drugs was neither an excuse nor mat- 
ter of mitigation, and the instruction concludes: 

“Therefore, if you believe and find from the 
evidence that the defendant intentionally ad- 
ministered a fatal dose of arsenic to the deceased 
you ought not to acquit her, even though you 
may further belleve from the evidence that she 
was at the time intoxicated from the use of 
liquor or drugs voluntarily taken by her; nor 
should you consider such intoxication in extenu- 
ation of the offense nor in mitigation of the 
punishment.” 

As I know from reading your editorial col- 
umns that your editorial writer on legal topics 
is unusually well informed on such matters, 
I cannot but conclude that he wrote the edi- 
torial in today’s issue without ever having read 
Over my instructions. I noticed in the reports 
of the trial the statement that the Court had told 
the jury that they might consider the fact of 
defendant’s being addicted to the use of mor- 
phine as in mitigation of her offense, but I did 
not consider it necessary to take any notice 
of that error, as I felt that every lawyer who 
read the report would at once conclude that the 
reporter had made a mistake. But when that 
same error is made the basis of an editorial 
criticism of the Court, I feel that it is my duy 
to correct it. 

Another erroneous statement which has been 
repeated in the Post-Dispatch and other papers 
was that the Court had taken from the jury the 
two counts referring to the charge of poison- 
ing by cacodylate of soda, giving the impres- 
sion, if not actually stating, that the court had 
held that the evidence was so weak that it 
would have been improper to submit. it to the 
jury. On the contrary, the Court had prepared 
instructions on both of those counts, and they 
were withdrawn simply because the Circuit At- 
torney had entered a nolle pros as to them. 

That the Court's instructions as to the use of 
opium were not to be considered prejudicial to 
the State, but Were considered prejudicial by the 
defense, appears from the fact that the Circuit 
Attorney and his assistants did not even sug- 
gest to the Court that the instructions in ques- 
tion were erroneous or misleading or even un- 
happily worded, while, on the other hand, the 
attorneys for the defendant singled out instruc- 
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GOVERNMENT IN THE DARK.

To whatever extent the President may 
have compelled obedience to law on the 
part of the railroads he is deserving of 
commendation. If in. any dégree the 
pending conferences involve the setting 
aside of courts or the commitment of 
Congress with respect to pending legis- 
lation, they are mischievous and inde- 
fensible. The very fact that there is 
great uncertainty as to the actual pro- 
ceedings proves the unwisdom of such 
methods. They do not take place in 
the open. It is reasonably certain also 
that there will be misunderstandings on 
the part of the principals hereafter and 
that scandal rather than peace and jus- 
tice will be the result. 

As presidents ought not te write the 
laws, so they ought not to hesitate over 
the orderly enforcement of the laws. In 
this, whether they deal with raflroads 
or with smugglers, they will find safety 
and honor as well as duty. No man 
ever lived and no man ever will live 
possessing the ability and the power 
to govern the American people from a 
White House desk. There have been 
some sorry and noisy Attempts in this 
line, but they have led only to confu- 
sion and disaster.

Business Men Will Ask for 
Special Grand Jury to 
Keep the Lid Down. 





The gamblers of Madison, Ill., have 
closed their places as a ‘result of the 
Post-Dispatch exposure Wednesday of 
the situation in the town. A Post-Dis- 
patch reporter who made an investiga- 
tion Thursday night found that every 
gambling resort was hermetically 
sealed. : 

Several craps, roulette and faro bank 
promoters expressed bitter resentment 
and declared that the Post-Dispatch 
article compelled them to close their 
doors. 

“But it will all blow over,” said one 
gambler. “We'll lie low for a week and 
then open up again quietly. By that 
time the reformers will have forgotten 
their crusade.” . 

The business men of the town say 
they will keep the gambling houses 
closed. They are organizing secretly, 
will get evidence and ask Judge Hadley 
for a special grand jury and a special 
prosecutor. 


Indictments Started Crusade. 
The anti-gambling crusade began in 


Granite City with the tndictment of 
Police Chief Frank Gottselig and five 
alleged gamblers, said to constitute the 
‘Big Six,’’ or gambling trust. The move- 
ment spread to Madison, the strong- 
hold of the gamblers, and probably will 
invade Venice. The reformers declare 
they will stamp gambling out of the 
Tri-Cities, where it has long enjoyed 
immunity. 

“What scared us most in the Post- 
Dispatch article,’’ said a-.gambler who 
operates an elaborate ‘“‘parlor’’ near 
Third street and Madison avenue, in 
Madison, ‘‘was the statement that a 
special prosecutor might be retained 
te fight us. We might get away with 
it if we had only local men to deal 
with. 

“Then the Post-Dispatch went back 
and brought up that old ‘poolroom’ 
incident of several years ago, when the 
citizens arose, armed themselves with 
shotguns and drove the place out of 
existence. If there’s anything that gives 
me cold shivers, it's for people to come 
around with guns.’’ 


Gamblers Praise Officials. 
The gamblers were enthusiastic in 


their praise of Chief of Police “Pat” 
McCambridge of Madison. They called 
him and Mayor F. A. Garesche “fine 
fellows,’’ and said .the indictment of 
Chief Gottselig had “thrown an awful 
scare into’’ McCambridge. 
McCambridge has been Chief at Madi- 
son for 18 years, and was the prime 
minister of ‘‘King Coyle,’’ when that 
worthy ruled Madison. But McCam- 
bridge revolted against the potentate in 
favor of Garesche, who, by an irony 
of circumstances, was the candidate of 
the Reform Party.: On the night of 
Garesche’s election, he told the _ re- 
formers, they said, that he had been 
compelled to make peace with McCam-
